he was well liked. In the 16 years I 
have been married to him J] have 
never }nown him to make an enemy. 
He was jolly and made friends with 
the youngest of his pupils as well as 
the oldest citizens in the community 
in which we lived.” 

The police Sunday morning remov- 
ed Mr. Johnson’s motor car to the 
police garage, where it will be gone 
over for fingerprints and thoroughly 
checked for any clues to other occu- 
pants besides the professor. 

The billfolds found on the ear floor 
also will be fingerprinted. 

“This killing is one. of the most 
brutal and most mysterious in my 
career as a Fulton county prosecu- 
tor.” Assistant Solicitor Hudson said. 
‘We are going to ferret it out to the 
bottom if it requires the services of 
every policeman and investigator in 


the city.’ 

The Aetectives working on the case 
advanced the theory that Professor 
Johnson had became the victim of dope 
fiends, who had _ ingratiated them- 
selves into the confidence of the easy- 
going country educator and had beat- 
en and robbed him, and that when 
they found he had only a little money 
had continued their brutality in their 
infuriation. 

“Such cases have happened before.” 
one of them said. “When a man falls 
a victim of dope fiends he is just as 
likely to lose his life for the lack of 
loot as he is for refusing to submit 
to their efforts to rob him.” 

S..M. Johnson, of Kast Point, a 
brother of the slain educator, was 
like the dead man’s widow and his 
sister in his belief that the professor 
did not have any enemies.

“Too M uch Usury” 


(The Manufacturers Record.) 
Usury in various forms is entirely 


too prevalent in this country. Some 
of the big financial interests in New 
in the opportu- 
nity to charge usurious rates of inter- 
est. on call loans. Some of them have 
preferred that the federal reserve 
board should not make low rates of 
interest; at least such are the re- 
ports that come from reliable sources. 
In Baltimore, for instance, at the pres- 
ent time building associations, which 
have been the means of financing a 
large part of the home building and 
home buying business of this city, now 
demand a commission for granting a 
loan, which in some cases is as much 
as 2 1-2 per cent. 

Perhaps the time may come when 
this country will have to adopt a very 
drastie rule against usury in any form, 
whether in the rate of interest charged 
on call loans or time loans or in the 
matter of commission which is 
charged for making loans.

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Washington, June 30.—(#)-—The 
government finished ‘its 1929 fiscal 
year tonight with a surplus of $185,- 
000,000 and the public debt cut to 
$16,931,000,000, the lowest point since 
the World War. 

This was attributable, Secretary 
Mellon said in a statement, to the 
widespread prosperity of the nation. 

Total receipts for the year aggre- 
gated $4,033,000,000, while expendi- 
tures amounted to $3,848,000,000. The 
former were approximately %$9,000,- 
0OU less than collected last year, while 
the expenditures showed an increase 
of $204,000,000 over the previous 12 
months. 

Corporation Payments Fall.

The friendly manner in which Sec- 
retary—of State ‘Henry L. Stimson 
couched his refusal to Ambassador

made a deep impression here. 

The semi-official newspaper, Temps, 
said today: 

“The Washington government’s re- 
ply is negative, but the form in which 
it was made by the representative of 
the American republic at Washington 
proves that the United States govern- 
ment understood the spirit in which 
the Paris government undertook the 
mission entrusted to it in parliament. 

“Although deploring the negative 


reply, we must. note that Secretary of} 


State Stimson gave his refusal a most 
courteous character, so that -the inci- 
dent has no bad effect on the friendly 
relations of France and. the United 
States.” 

The Petit Parisian remarked that 
“Mr. Stimson put into the refusal of 
Ambassador Claudel’s request all the 
courtesy which real friends owe one 
another.” 

The influential Intransigeant took 


a sarcastic, although friendly, view of | 


the refusal. 

“American friends as well as those 
Americahs who are not our friends, 
put this in your pipe: ‘You will 
never see the color of our $400,000,000 
on August 1.’” This was taken as an 
implication that the-accord on the 
war debts would be ratified. 

Even Joseph Caillaux, former pre- 
mier and minister of finance who 
negotiated the Franco-British debt ac- 
cord, pledged himself to ratification 
of the Mellon-Berenger accord today. 

M. Caillaux, who is a bitter oppo- 
nent of Premier Poincare and still 
commands great influence in French 
political life, declared, “‘my vote, as 
well as those of my friends, is pledged 
to ratification.” 

“The great nation to which we be- 
long cannot dream for one minute of 
even the possibility of having its sig- 
nature unhonored,” he declared. 

“It is expected the chamber of 
deputies will finish with the ratifica- 
tion bill by July 16, when the bill 
will be sent to the senate.

New Orleans, June 30.—(?)—The 
main feature in the cotton market 
during the past week has been the 
liquidation of the July position, for 
‘which the first notice day fell on 
Tuesday. Expectations of large ten- 
ders on contracts were fully realized 
as notices issued here called for about 
28,000 bales, while in New York 
practically the entire certificated 
stock c£ approximately 160,000 bales 
was tendered. 

The promptness with which the ten- 


ders were absorbed by spot interests | 


here kept the July position steady all 
the rest of the week and it has ruled 
virtually on a parity with October. 
It is rumored that some of the cot- 
ton received on contracts will be 
shipped out both to domestic mills and 
to foreign destinations. 

The liquidation of July apparenily 
without trouble has been a_ sustain- 
ing influence to the general list and 
prices worked gradually higher un- 
til the closing days of the week, when 
fear of private end of June crop re 
ports and more favorable’ weather 
caused some liquidation and easier 
prices. The week, nevertheless, closed
